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BRZ bites the dust

The Business Revitalization 
Zone is a thing of the past after 
the vote last Thursday. 

The bylaw that allowed the 
collection of a self-imposed levy 
of $200 from each of the 50 busi¬ 
nesses in the zone was defeated 
19-12 after the ballots had been 
counted. 

"Obviously there’s a bit of 
mourning and a sense of disap¬ 
pointment, but I feel there is still 
a strong vision for the future of 
downtown," said Claude Baril, 
BRZ chairman the day after the 
defeat. 

Rudy Schabert, owner of the 
local laundromat, is not disap¬ 
pointed to see the project die. He 
voted against the bylaw. 

"I’m just happy that it’s gone," 
he said. 

The BRZ had been criticized 
for the lack of direction, the length 
of time it took to complete 
projects, and miscommunication, 
all of which Baril said he could 
understand, but he felt going into 
the vote that there were more 
benefits than drawbacks to the 
zone. For instance, the money 
collected in the zone stayed in 
the area and the businesses could 
decide how they wanted that 
money to be spent. Money col¬ 
lected on behalf of the BRZ was 
given back to the board and dis¬ 
tributed to pay for items like the 
lamp posts and garbage cans for 
the newly renovated sidewalks. 

"The BRZ model is a good one,” 
he still insisted Friday. "It’s a 
rare opportunity to levy your own 
tax and decide where and how it’s 
going to be used. Most times when 
a tax is collected you have no say 
where the money goes.” 

Baril said the BRZ has always 
had some opposition and prob¬ 
lems but it all came to a boiling 
point a few months ago when a 
petition signed by the majority of 
business owners in the BRZ asked 
to have a vote to decide whether 
or not it should continue. After 
the petition was accepted by town 
council a vote was called. 

Baril also said he knows the 
BRZ is gone but feels there is still 
a need for a collective agreement 


to address the problems identi¬ 
fied by the Tourism and Eco¬ 
nomic Development Board in 
regards to the downtown area. 
He called the BRZ "a vehicle to 
get things done." 

"The problems still exist, it’s 
just time to look for a new vehi¬ 
cle," he said. He does not give 
up easily on his vision of the 
reinvestment of businesses in 
their own area and the enhance¬ 
ment of the shopping corridor. 

"I made a commitment to 
economic development the day 
I came to Didsbury. I’ll always 
be involved... It’s part of my 
responsibility," said Baril, who 
has owned and operated a drug 
store in the zone for four years. 

In the meantime, the Town 
of Didsbury points out the back¬ 
dated levies that deliquent busi¬ 
nesses have incurred for the 
past four years must still be 
paid, including the levy for 
1997. The money will no go 
into general revenue and be 
spent however the town coun¬ 
cil sees fit. 

Baril is optimistic. 

"I guess I have mixed feel¬ 
ings. I am disappointed we 
weren't able to work collectively 
toward some common goals. 
But, I am glad that now this 
clears the way for a possible 
solution that won't be as divi¬ 
sive for the downtown core," he 
said. He added that he is a little 
concerned about how the whole 
issue will affect the way future 
downtown projects that require 
a collective agreement of busi¬ 
ness owners could be affected. 

"I think any solution for the 
downtown problems that comes 
up in the future will be tem¬ 
pered by the BRZ experience," 
he said. 

Baril says he wants to apolo¬ 
gize for any hard feelings that 
may have been caused through¬ 
out the past months. 

"The goal was simple and 
filled with good intentions. 
Hopefully, we can take what 
was good about the BRZ and 
move on.” 

For now the issue remains 
dormant.

Future of library service unclear

The Didsbury Library is exam¬ 
ining its future. 

The Didsbury Municipal Li¬ 
brary board is one of many local 
municipalities whose library serv¬ 
ices are being left in a lurch next 
year when the Chinook's Edge 
School Board terminates its pub¬ 
lic library contract with Parkland 
Regional Library Services. The is¬ 
sue could create a boundary be¬ 
tween county residents and town 
residents. 

Evan Parliament, Town CAO 
explaings both school libraries and 
municipal libraries used to be 


funded by the school board who 
was in a contractual agreement 
with Parkland to provide its serv¬ 
ices to all the libraries in the 
region. 

However, after the amalga¬ 
mation of the Red Deer and 
Mountain View School Boards, 
the newly formed Chinook's Edge 
made the decision that they 
should not be in the business of 
providing public library service 
and now only fund the schools, 
leaving the local town council to 
decide how library services in 
this town will be provided. 

The Didsbury Library board 


has recommended to council 
that the town send a letter of 
intent to Parkland stating they 
are willing to sign on as a client 
at the current terms. 

All local municipalities, in¬ 
cluding the County of Moun¬ 
tain View, have been given a 
presentation from Parkland 
staff to determine the terms of 
that tentative agreement. Since 
that time a letter has been sent 
to those towns and counties ask¬ 
ing them to send a letter of 
intent.

Then, Parkland will take all 
of these letters and do some 
number crunching to determine 
the feasibility of the service. 

Here's the deal. 

In order to remain at the 
same service level at a feasible 
per capita cost to the towns of 
$5.87, there has to be support 
from towns representing a to¬ 
tal population of 75,000. 

Parliament recently at¬ 
tended a meeting of municipal 
government administrators, all 
of whom are within Parkland's 
zone. He reports that the issue 
of library funding came up and 
the feeling in the room was that 
for the larger municipalities the 
per capita cost is too high. 

To put it in perspective, a small 
town with only 1000 people would 
pay only $5,870. A larger town 
for example with a population of 
8,000 would pay $46,960 and 
would receive exactly the same 
level of service. 

"I don't think the big urbans 
are going to do it," he says. The 
lack of participation from only 
one or two urban centres in the 
region would mean the whole 
program would bust. The per 
capita cost would have to rise 
and Parliament says no munici¬ 
pality is going to be willing to pay 
more than $5.87 per capita. 

The County of Mountain 
View council has not yet ren¬ 
dered their decision, which will 
be an important factor in de¬ 
termining the future of the 
Didsbury Library. 

"The last discussion was that 
we'd have some more discus¬ 
sion," says Jack Peck, Division 
6 councillor. He adds that he, 
personally, does not support the 
county getting on board with 
the library service. If the county 
chose not to sign up with the 
service, county residents would 
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have to get their library service 
in a different fashion. Right 
now the idea is that any county 
resident who wanted to use the 
Didsbury Library would be 
charged a $60-$ 100 family fee 
per year. They would have to 
pay the nonresident fee at each 
library in the county that they 
wished to use. 

"A $60 fee to me is realistic... 
With all the downloading from 
the federal government to the 
provincial and from the pro¬ 
vincial to the municipal, we may 
have to eventually download 
onto the residents,” says Peck 
who quotes a statistic that says 
only 12% of the overall popula¬ 
tion of county residents use the 
library. 

But Parliament says he 
doesn't like the idea of separat¬ 
ing county and town residents. 
"What good is that? It just di¬ 
vides the people. It's a two- 
tiered system," he says. 

So what happens if Parkland 
Regional Library Services is no 
longer an option for the town 
of Didsbury? Parkland cur¬ 
rently provides services like a 
rotation of books, audio visual, 
large print books, inter-library 
loans, cataloguing, and the spe¬ 
cial reading programs to urban 
public libraries. 

If Parkland ceases to exist 
the town has two options. Op¬ 
tion number one would be they 
could chose to run the library 
themselves with tax dollars. 

"Quite frankly, if we had to 
do it ourselves it would be books 
only. It would be really quite 
boring," says Parliament.

Changing of the guard at DHS 


County council briefs 


County Reeve, Pat James, is 
recovering well from triple heart 
bypass surgery. Councillors 
who had spoken to James in the 
last week said he was sounding 
rested and alert. "He's recover¬ 
ing favorably at this stage," said 
Ian Harvie. Acting Reeve, Jack 
Peck said he doesn't expect 
James will be resuming his du¬ 
ties as Reeve in the very near 
future. 

The county council approved 
cutbacks in a number of public 
works areas to compensate for 
going over budget in the road 
maintenance department this 
year. Line painting this year 
will only be retouched on the 
areas of roads which have curves 
or hills to incur a savings of 
$16,000. There will be a reduc¬ 
tion of yards gravelled in the 
county to save $175,000. Road 
brushing will also be taking 
some cutbacks although they 
have not yet been specified. 

The county received notice 
that the pavement overlay of 
SH580 has been bumped back 
one year. According to council, 
the money for that project was 
promised for this construction 
year. 

"The province has indicated 


there aren't any funds to do the 
overlay of 580," said Harold 
Johnsrude, county treasurer. 
Most of the councillors were 
disappointed with the province's 
choice, even questioning the ac¬ 
countability of the province. 

"I feel they are breeching 
their contract with us a bit," 
said Ian Harvie. The sugges¬ 
tion was made that the province 
should pick up the costs of the 
patching and maintenance cost 
that will be incurred during the 
year delay. 

It was agreed a letter from 
council would be sent to the 
minister to express the concerns 
of councillors. 

The county had three re¬ 
quests for tax adjustments on 
their agenda. Two of the three 
were not passed because it was 
felt the request should have come 
before the specified deadline of 
June 2. The third, an old school 
building that was not in use last 
year but will again be this year, 
was granted. The reasoning was 
that this fell along the lines of 
what the council had done in 
the past in regards to the build¬ 
ing. 

Concern was raised regard¬ 
ing the limited life left in the 


Water Valley landfill site mostly 
because of the high water table 
under the site. 

"The potential is certainly 
there for us to be shut down by 
Alberta Environment," said 
Herman Epp, county commis¬ 
sioner. "We should take quick 
action," he told the council. 

The council decided to send a 
recommendation to the Waste 
Authority to direct the Author¬ 
ity to examine the costs of build¬ 
ing a transfer station at the 
landfill. 

On July 4 at 8 a.m. the public 
is invited to Neudorf Colony to 
watch a demonstration from a 
company who claims to have a 
piece of equipment that will 
spread straw over livestock ma¬ 
nure ponds to eliminate the 
smell. A "smell test" will take 
place before and after the dem¬ 
onstration. 

Council was given an appeal 
by a representative of R. Stewart 
Logging Limited in the county 
to have forgiveness granted on 
a portion of their taxes. The 
taxes on the property have gone 
up 1300% due to the fact it is no 
longer being used as agricul¬ 
tural land is being used com¬ 
mercially. The issue was tabled 
until the next meeting pending 
further discussion and investi¬ 
gation into the matter. 


Council granted the request 
of Cipperley's Pond-Didsbury 
Elks campground to have their 
road re-gravelled. 

Fire protection boundaries

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Debt, tax reduction path to prosperity 


Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation-Alberta Divi¬ 
sion 

Two thousand, five hundred 
and twenty-seven million 
bucks! That's the size of Alber¬ 
ta's 1996-97 surplus according 
to the Public Accounts released 
June 26th. That 2.5 billion rep¬ 
resents the largest surplus ever 
in Alberta's history. And it all 
goes to reducing the bills left to 
future Albertans. 

That's a sizeable tax reduc¬ 
tion for our kids and grandkids, 
especially considering the ef¬ 
fects of compounding interest. 
Indeed, slicing the net debt in 
half (8.3 billion, excluding pen¬ 
sion liabilities in 1993-94, now 
$3.7 billion) has not only low¬ 
ered the obligations of future 
governments to be funded out 
of further taxes, but has helped 
shrink interest payment. Debt 
servicing costs which waste tax 
dollars by diverting them from 
programs have fallen from their 
1994-95 peak of $1.5 billion, 
the first surplus year in ten to 
$1.2 billion in 1996-97 . That 
number should drop even more 
in 1997-98. 

Obviously oil and gas activi¬ 
ties have boosted government 
revenues drastically. But the 
turnaround in /Alberta's finan¬ 
cial picture is still something to 
be proud of. By reducing spend¬ 
ing by 20% over the last four 
difficult year, the Klein Tories 
reversed the vicious cycle of 
deficits, growing debt and 
mounting interest payments. 
Albertans were protected from 
the $1.1 billion drop in federal 
government transfers. 

Albertans were not subjected 
to the failed, job-killing, tax hike 
solution to balance the books 
and were assured that the books 
would be balance even without 
the windfalls that have gener¬ 
ated by the energy sector. That's 
why the wonderful news of the 
$2.5 billion surplus should en¬ 
courage continued commitment 
to prudent restrained budget¬ 
ing and debt reduction rather 
than a whole sale loosening of 


the public purse strings. It's clear 
that controlling spending pro¬ 
vides the chance at good or great 
year-end news and thus fiscal 
flexibility. While interest pay¬ 
ments must be made, interest 
cost savings permit options like 
carefully boosting spending on 
identified priorities like health, 
education, seniors and 
infastructure, as the Tories did 
in 1996-97. 

It should also be remembered 
that Alberta's total liabilities still 
stand at a staggering 28.3 billion 
(against financial assets of $19.7 
billion) Included in that total is 
$5 billion in pension obligations 
(estimated pension payments 
over the next sixty years outstrip 
projected funds in the plans) 
which are being reduced under a 
legislated plan and are therefore 
withdrawn from the much dis¬ 
cussed "net debt". In addition 
there’s $4.5 billion in Alberta 
Municipal Financing Corpora¬ 
tion debt and restricted equity 
which is offset by assets of $4.4 
billion in loans to Alberta mu¬ 
nicipalities (AMFC borrows at 
better rates, then lends to mu¬ 
nicipalities). That leaves about 
$19 billion in liabilities made up 
of $1.7 billion in accounts pay¬ 
able, $1.8 billion in guarantees 
and $15.3 billion in unmatured 
debt. That last figure is what we 
pay interest on, and it's still too 
high. 

In light of the remaining debt 
many argue that it's too early 
to call for tax relief, But it's 
becoming evident that spurring 
economic activity creatingjobs, 
increasing employment, at¬ 
tracting investment, and busi¬ 
ness start-ups, pours cash in 
the government's coffers Be¬ 
cause there are more people 
and business working in Al¬ 
berta, income tax revenues 
jumped $350 million between 
1995-96 and 1996-97 without 
any rate hikes. How many more 
people and businesses would be 
setting up shop in Alberta and 
paying taxes here if rates were 
chopped?

A mothers plea - no more cuts 


Dear Editor, 

The subject of my letter is 
not one that is on the 6 o'clock 
news but should be. At this time 
the Alberta Government is con¬ 
templating legislation that will 
cut guaranteed funding to chil¬ 
dren with special needs. 

At present Handicapped 
Children’s Services (hereafter 
referred to as HCS) is being 
delivered by "Services to Per¬ 
sons with Disabilities" and over 
7,000 children and their fami¬ 
lies are benefiting from the pro¬ 
gram. If the proposed legisla¬ 
tion goes through HCS will be 
regionalized within Child and 
Family Services and special 
needs children will be forgot¬ 
ten about. They already have 
been. The proposed funding 
model now being considered to¬ 
tally ignores children with dis¬ 
abilities. 

1 am the mother of a four 
year old little girl who has 
cerebral palsy. If this legisla¬ 
tion is passed she is only one of 
thousands who are going to be 
lost in the shuffle with no guar¬ 
anteed funding for them. The 
cost of raising a handicapped 
child is astronomical, I know I 
pay my daughter's bills. I did 
not ask to have a handicapped 
child, but I do my best to look 
after her. The funding we re¬ 
ceived from HCS relieves some 
of the expense and is very much 
appreciated and welcomed. 

Of the 34 region steering 
committee co-chairs only one 
of whom is known, is parenting 
a child with disabilities. Should 
not the future of our children 
be decided by the parents who 


have children with disabilities? 
Where is this proposed funding 
model going to leave them? The 
people making these decisions 
need to spend a day in the life 
of a special needs child and re¬ 
member it could be them hav¬ 
ing children and grandchildren 
with disabilities. What would 
they think of the program be¬ 
ing cut if it were them? 

All we are being told we can 
do is to write, call, somehow 
contact our MLA and let our 
opinions be known. Leave HCS 
as is. Protect the funding and 
continue to have it delivered 
by "Services to Persons with 
Disabilities". Do not regional¬ 
ize it within Child and Family 
Services with block funding. 

I am only one voice and the 
people of Alberta need to know 
what is happening. The gov¬ 
ernment wants to step back into 
the dark ages where these peo¬ 
ple are not heard from. Par¬ 
ents upset over the kindergar¬ 
ten funding cuts did not give 
up until they were heard and 
the funding was re-enstated. 
The people let it be known that 
they didn't want Alberta Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital closed and it 
wasn't Maybe if we can make 
enough noise first we can save 
the program before the cuts 
happen. I urge anyone who 
cares what is going to happen 
to these special children and 
their families to call their MLA 
and let him or her know they 
support leaving the HCS pro¬ 
gram as is.

Remembering Vimy on Canada Day 


Dear Editor, 

Canada is preparing to celebrate 
the birth of our nation July 1. 

This would be an appropriate 
time to reflect on The Battle of 
Vimy Ridge in April of 1917, as 
the DEFINING EVENT on Cana¬ 
da's road to nationhood. 

In the first week of April this 
year a contingent of more than 
100 prominent veterans travelled 
to the Canadian Monument at 
Vimy Ridge to commemorate the 
80th Anniversary of the Battle. 

Canadians, fighting as a single 
Army for the first time, focused 
attention on the recognition of 
Canada as a full-fledged member 
of the world community. 

When we celebrate the 130th 
anniversary of Confederation on 
July 1 (and express our concern 
about national unity), it is of im¬ 
portance to examine how the con¬ 
cept originated and how it has 


been perpetuated in the 80 years 
since. 

Canada was given a seat at the 
Peace Conference (1919). The 
Statute of Westminster gave us 
an independent Canada (1931). A 
mtyor war memorial built on the 
site of the battle in 1936 tells the 
story: "It is a memorial to no man, 
but a memorial for a nation." 

Charles Stacey, official histo¬ 
rian of the Canadian Army, told 
the Canadian Historical Associa¬ 
tion in 1967: 

"If a single milestone is needed 
to mark the progress on the road 
to national maturity, one might 
do much worse than nominate 
that famous Easter Monday." 

Pierre Berton in his epicVTMY 
(1986) stated: "Canada had at last 
found its maturity." 

D.J. Goodspeed, an historian 
with the Department of National 
Defence and in his book , The Road 


Past Vimy (1969) suggested: 

"No matter what the Constitu¬ 
tional historians may say, it was 
on Easter Monday, April 9, 1917, 
and not on any other date, that 
Canada became a Nation." 

Historians Desmond Morton 
and Jack Granatstein in March¬ 
ing to Armageddon (1989) labelled 
the Great War as "Canada's war of 
independence." 

The War Amps is not extolling 
the virtues of war. Our NEVER 
AGAIN! program is the strongest 
indication of this. 

Let us once again reflect upon 
the significance of Vimy as we 
celebrate Canada Day on this the 
80th Anniversary of the day we 
went from Colony to Nation.

Life on “The Farm”

Organic gardening. Organic 
gardening and more opportunity 
to practice and play chamber 
music - that’s what Jamie and 
Laurie Syer had in mind when 
they moved to “The Farm” a few 
years ago. Their passion for music 
and their love of teaching, how¬ 
ever, added a dimension to their 
lives that took them by surprise. 

“The Farm” is 1\2 mile west of 
the Bergen Store and the loca¬ 
tion Laurie Syer says has always 
been her favourite place in the 
world. She spent her summers 
there visiting her Grandpa and 
now raises sheep and tends a 
huge organic garden. Jamie and 
Laurie spend enormous amounts 
of energy, however, tending a 
crop of an entirely different kind 
- a crop of students which is 
producing pianists and violinists 
in abundance. 

Jamie Syer earned his Doc¬ 
toral Degree in Musical Arts from 
Yale before moving to Mt. Allison 
University as a professor. Laurie 
Syer earned her Master’s Degree 
from Hartford University. Both 
have had extensive experience 
teaching and performing. Jamie 
teaches at the University of 
Calgary, is a member of the 
Springbank Trio, and is currently 
at work on his first CD. Laurie is 
a former member of the Calgary 
Philharmonic Orchestra, a mem¬ 
ber of the Springbank Trio, as 
well as a member of the quartet 
“Allegra” which has recently 
released its first CD entitled “Ba¬ 
roque, Beatles and Blues ”. 

While individual music careers 
and the operation of a farm are 
each full time pursuits, the Syers 
invest themselves generously in 
the development of a new genera¬ 
tion of musicians. Both Laurie 
and Jamie teach a full roster of 
violin and piano students as well 
as molding a group of their stu¬ 
dents into the “Bergen Strings”, 
a small string orchestra with 


Laurie playing viola, violin, or 
cello and Jamie conducting. The 
main objective for each of them is 
to see their students develop to 
their fullest potential. 

Two years ago this objective 
led to the development of a week 
long summer music camp the 
Syers call “Strings and Keys”. 
Jamie and Laurie had each expe¬ 
rienced a summer music pro¬ 
gram in the past, but neither 
knew of anything like the pro¬ 
gram they wanted for their stu¬ 
dents. So they created their own. 
Their desire was to have their 
students see just how exciting 
music could be; they wanted their 
young musicians to be exposed to 
different people doing different 
things in different ways. Most of 
all, they wanted their students to 
be inspired by new possibilities, 
to get a glimpse of the potential 
they each had, and to have fun. 
No small task. 

With those goals in mind, they 
filled their yard with tents and 
designed a week consisting of 5 
full days of classes, rehearsals, 
discussions and performances. 
They invited the best instructors 
possible; people who could, and 
do, Jamie describes, teach any¬ 
where. Their musical careers had 
put them in contact with people 
the Syers felt were more than 
suitable and who were also very 
excited about the week Jamie 
and Laurie were planning. They 
assembled an impressive list. 

Dr. Janet Hammock is a pro¬ 
fessor of Music at Mt. Allison 
University in Sackville, New 
Brunswick. She is a Yale 
alumnus and a former colleague 
of Jamie’s. 

Dr. Terry Dawson is a former 
student of both Jamie and Janet 
at Mt. Allison who earned his 
Doctoral degree at the Univer¬ 
sity British Columbia where he 
presently teaches. 

Dr. Elson is the woman Laurie 
describes as being responsible 


for her being a violinist. She 
studied at the Paris 
Conservetoire and earned her 
Doctorate at Indiana University. 
She has taught at the University 
of Calgary, as well as in Vancou¬ 
ver, Montreal, and Toronto and 
now lives in Cape Cod. 

Tereasa Plotnick is an in¬ 
structor with the Suzuki Talent 
Education Society in Calgary. 


She played in orchestras before 
she started teaching and is now 
in demand as a workshop leader 
all over North America. 

Tobi Jurchuk teaches at 
Mount Royal College and is also 
a former student of Dr. Elson. 

Laurie describes their choices 
as “instructors people would come 
from all over North America to 
study under”. Their influence has 


had far reaching effects. The Syers 
both noticed dramatic differences 
in the musical lives of their stu¬ 
dents almost immediately with 
some very specific examples of stu¬ 
dents “talking off” and playing 
with new energy and maturity. 
Some now dream of symphony 
careers; some of being teachers 
and professors themselves.

Some of 
these courses will be taught us¬ 
ing the Pathfinder series, which 
is self directed learning program 
designed for a student to work at 
their own pace, and some courses 
will be teacher directed.

In its third year, "Strings 
and Keys" continues to evolve. 
Laurie describes each year as a 
bit of an experiment as they 
attempt to meet the needs of the 
students possessing increasing 
skill levels while also providing 
opportunities for those who are 
just starting out. They’ve ex¬ 
panded the program this year to 
allow added time each day in 
order to facilitate increasing 
interest in chamber music and 
to allow for more time with the 
instructors. Student recitals 
take place on Wednesday, Thurs¬ 
day, and Friday at Bergen Mis¬ 
sionary Church during the noon 
hours, giving opportunities to 
display the results of the stu¬ 
dents’ hard work.

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What does MCC do with the 
proceeds from sales? 


Mennonite Central Commit¬ 
tee started in 1920 in response 
to hunger in the Ukraine. It is 
the cooperative relief, service 
and development agency of the 
Mennonite and Brethren in 
Christ churches in North 
America. MCC seeks to dem¬ 
onstrate God's love through 
committed women and men 
who work "In the name of 
Christ" among people suffer¬ 
ing from poverty, conflict, op¬ 
pression and natural disaster. 
MCC serves as a channel for 
interchange between churches 
and community groups where 
we work around the world and 
the North American churches 
who send us, so that all may 
grow and be transformed. MCC 
strives for peace, justice and 
dignity for all people by shar¬ 
ing our experiences and faith 
in Jesus Christ. 


In 1996, MCC shared $15.5 
million (Cdn) of material re¬ 
sources with people in 30 
countries. Of that, $12.1 mil¬ 
lion (Cdn) were food-related 
resources, including beans, 
seeds, corn, milk, oil, rice and 
wheat. Other items included: 
over 55,000 blankets (includes 
quilts and comforters), 10,000 
health kits, over 48,000 school 
kits, around 12,000 pounds 
each of bandages and medical 
supplies, over 176,000 pounds 
of soap and almost 424,000 
pounds of canned meat to 
countries overseas. 

Fifty per cent of our mate¬ 
rial resources (other than 
food) went to the former So¬ 
viet Union and former Yugo¬ 
slavia; 63% of our food went 
to African countries. We sent 
record number of school kits 
and towels. 


Besides material assistance, 
MCC places volunteers in many 
countries. In 1996, there were 
379 volunteers overseas, 250 
volunteers in North America, 
not including ongoing salaried 
personnel in North America. 
These totals do not include the 
hundreds of local volunteers 
who help in the thrift stores, 
with relief sale organization, 
the making of blankets, school 
kits, health kits, and new baby 
layette bundles. 

MCC assignments include 
agricultural development, wa¬ 
ter conservation, health edu¬ 
cation, formal and non-formal 
education, economic and tech¬ 
nical projects, church-related 
programs, relief administra¬ 
tion, social services and peace 
making in 57 different coun¬ 
tries.

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Staying alert and 
safe in summer 


School's over and your 
children will be starting a 
whole new routine for the 
summer months. They may 
be going to camp, working 
at a job or simply hanging 
around. 

Because most of our kids 
will have a less regimented 
and far less supervised daily 
schedule than they're accus¬ 
tomed to during the regular 
school year, this is a perfect 
time to help them brush up 
on their street-proofing 
skills and techniques. 

Stay Alert...Stay Safe 
(SASS), the national street¬ 
proofing program, funded by 
the Canadian Tire Child Pro¬ 
tection Foundation and 
founded in 1987, is especially 
concerned that the summer 
season is a time when par¬ 
ents and children relax their 
safety rules. To help chil¬ 
dren from coast to coast, 
continue to stay alert and 
stay safe during the summer 
months, SASS has issued a 
number of tips for you and 
your kids to follow: 

• Know your child's sum¬ 
mer world. Your children's 
routines will change for the 
summer, make sure that you 
know exactly where their job, 
camp, play areas and other 
activities are located.

for the summer months. 
Make sure that you post a 
list of their friends names, 
addresses and phone num¬ 
bers to contact in case of an 
emergency. Get to know 
their friends' parents too for 
extra reassurance. 

•Check out your 
neighbourhood. Take a 
walk around the neighbour¬ 
hood with your kids. Show 
them potential hazards and 
point out Block Parents 
homes and other safe places.

As surely as the sun will rise, 
a gathering will take place this 
Sunday morning. Participants 
in this gathering will sing songs 
which will not make the top ten, 
will hear stories read from an 
old book, and will 
listen to remarks 
made that may or 
may not interest 
them. And then, as 
the culmination of 
their time together, 
these people will eat 
a small portion of 
bread and sip some 
juice, believing that 
they are receiving 
the nourishment 
that they need most 
for life. And the 
name given to this experience 
will be "worship". There are 
some critics who see this gather¬ 
ing as nothing more than a pa¬ 
thetic and sometimes desperate 
charade in which the partici¬ 
pants vie for the attention of an 
inattentive God.

In the Wizard of Id 
a peasant with a sack slung 
over his shoulder, approaches a 
palace guard and states, "I would 
like a job serving the greatest 
king the world has ever known." 
After a few moments of puzzled 
thought, the guard replies, "The 
monastery is one block down." 
People who know Jesus Christ 
as their Lord and Saviour be¬ 
lieve that God is this Great King. 
In Revelation, the final book in 
the Bible, God is portrayed as 
one who is seated on a throne, 
while all the events happen 
around, and in relation to, this 
throne. 


i Reversed Thunder, 
Eugene Peterson writes that 
"worship is centering; it focuses 
on what is central in our lives." 
In worship God gathers his peo¬ 
ple to himself as the center. 

Worship is a meet¬ 
ing at the center so 
that our lives can be 
centered in God. 
Worship is the way 
we live in response 
to and from this 
center. Worship al¬ 
lows us to interpret 
the constantly 
changing events and 
realities of the world 
in light of the un¬ 
changing nature and 
will of God. "With¬ 
out worship of the God who is at 
the center of all truth," Peterson 
sates. "All people are doomed to 
a life of constant restlessness 
and dissatisfaction, with no sure 
direction and sustaining pur¬ 
pose." 

While the opportunity to go 
to church may not always be 
ultimately appealing, and while 
the events of worship may not 
grip us with intensity, the sig¬ 
nificance of worship will always 
remain. Worship is the bridge 
which supports the God we be¬ 
lieve in with the world in which 
we live. 

As surely as the sun will rise, 
a gathering will take place this 
Sunday morning. You are in¬ 
vited to come and join with the 
participants in worship of the 
God who grants meaning and 
purpose to all of life.

Exercising through thick and thin 


Canadian Fitness and Lifestyle Research Institute and 
ParticipACTION 


A typical dropout rate of 50% 
has been observed for exercise 
programs in general. Maintain¬ 
ing exercise is even more diffi¬ 
cult in older women, who have 
not been socialized into physi¬ 
cal activity. 

With funding from the Cana¬ 
dian Fitness and Lifestyle Re¬ 
search Institute, Dr. Elizabeth 
Ready and her team from the 
University of Manitoba moni¬ 
tored the extent to which older 
women with high cholesterol 
continued to walk regularly for 
a one-year period after complet¬ 
ing a supervised walking pro¬ 
gram. 

Each of the 29 participants 
received three follow-up ques¬ 
tionnaires, sent 3, 6 and 12 
months after the supervised pro¬ 
gram. In total, 21 women re¬ 
turned all three questionnaires. 
They recorded the number of 
days walked, the duration per 
day and the average heart rate 
while walking for the previous 
seven days. They also provided 
reasons for maintaining or 
not maintaining a regular pro¬ 
gram of walking. 

Results show that after 12 
months, one third of the partici¬ 
pants continued to walk for more 
than four hours per week, 50% 
walked from two to four hours 
each week and 20% had quit 
walking. The decrease was pri¬ 
marily the result of a decrease 
in the frequency of walks every 
week (which dropped 33%) 
rather than the duration of 
walks (which dropped only 11%, 
from 54 to 48 minutes). 

When asked what kept them 
walking regularly, the partici¬ 


pants cited feeling better or less 
tired as the principal reasons. 
Encouragement or positive com¬ 
ments from others also provided 
incentive, as did looking better, 
self-motivation and habit. Less 
important were the walking 
study, physicians’ advice and 
weight loss. Reasons for reduc¬ 
ing the walking program re¬ 
volved around lack of time, in¬ 
jury and lack of energy or moti¬ 
vation. 

Dr. Ready and her team point 
out that registration in a super¬ 
vised study may provide the in¬ 
centive or feeling of obligation 
necessary for older women to 
put family demands aside tem¬ 
porarily and do something for 
themselves on a regular basis. 
Among the reasons for not walk¬ 
ing were “selling the house,” 
“baby-sitting grand children” 
or “helping husband with the 
business.” It may not be lack of 
self-discipline so much as lack 
of emphasis on self that kept 
many women from continuing 
to walk regularly. 

Here are some tips to keep 
exercising through thick and 
thin: 

Try to be active every day. 
Frequency is key to reaping 
health benefits. It also creates 
momentum for further physical 
activity. 

Select an enjoyable activity 
and focus on the sensations of 
feeling better and less tired. 

Consider a supervised pro¬ 
gram. Besides the social aspects, 
the structure of a program may 
help you to set aside some time 
for yourself in order to stay 
active.

Report refutes allegations 


Pregnant mares' urine 
(PMU) ranching is both a re¬ 
sponsible and progressive 
ranching practice, according to 
a team of equine veterinarians 
representing the Canadian Vet¬ 
erinary Medical Association 
(CVMA), the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Equine Practitioners 
(AAEP), and the International 
League for the Protection of 
Horses (ILPH). 

"The use of PMU horses to 
produce a commodity for the 
benefit of mankind is responsi¬ 
ble and justified, as long as the 
horses receive the type of hu¬ 
mane care observed on these 
farms," according to the May 
1997 Equine Veterinarians' 
Consensus Report on the Care 
of horses on PMU Ranches. 
The report is based on Novem¬ 
ber 1996 inspections of 25 PMU 
ranches representing a broad 
spectrum of the industry in 
Alberta, Manitoba, North Da¬ 
kota and Saskatchewan. 

"The report definitively 
shows that animal activists' 
claims regarding PMU ranch¬ 
ing are inaccurate and mislead¬ 
ing," said Norm Luba, execu¬ 
tive director of the North Ameri¬ 
can Equine Ranching Informa¬ 
tion Council (NAERIC). 


The report concludes, "the 
ranchers took pride in their ani¬ 
mals, and Wyeth-Ayerst (a ma¬ 
jor pharmaceutical company 
who purchases PMU to use in a 
hormone replacement medica¬ 
tion) showed a commitment to 
continuing to improve the stand¬ 
ards of equine welfare on the 
farms. Based on our inspections, 
the allegations of inhumane 
treatment of horses involved in 
PMU ranching are unfounded. 

"Generally, the horses are 
very well cared for. The ranch¬ 
ers and the company have re¬ 
sponded in a progressive and 
proactive manner to both pro¬ 
fessional and public interest. 

"Observations for improve¬ 
ment have been taken seriously 
and continue to be acted upon 
by Wyeth-Ayerst and the PMU 
ranchers. The public should be 
assured that the care and wel¬ 
fare of the horses involved in 
the production of an estrogen 
replacement medication is good, 
and is closely monitored.” 

The three internationally rec¬ 
ognized equine welfare organi¬ 
zations were asked to each des¬ 
ignate an equine veterinary ex¬ 
pert to observed the health and 
welfare of the horses involved in 
the production of Premarin, a 


leading estrogen replacement 
medication. The expert team 
included Arthur B. King, 
D.V.M., President, Ontario 
Equestrian Federation, repre¬ 
senting the CVMA, Nat Messer, 
IV, D.V.M., Chairman, the 
AAEP Equine Welfare Commit¬ 
tee, representing the AAEP; 
and Colin A. Roberts, B.V.Sc., 
Ph.D., Senior Scientist, Cen¬ 
tre for Equine Studies at the 
U.K. Animal Health Trust and 
Senior Veterinary Advisor to 
the ILPH. 

Luba explained, "these vets 
and their sponsoring organi¬ 
zations represent broad ex¬ 
pertise in equine care and 
management, and their report 
is a clear signal about the 
high quality of equine care on 
PMU ranches." 

NAERIC is a non-profit as¬ 
sociation representing ranch¬ 
ers in Canada and the United 
States who are involved in 
the collection of PMU, a key 
source of hormones used in 
the production of estrogen re¬ 
placement therapy. NAERIC 
seeks to provide accurate in¬ 
formation on PMU ranchers 
and their ranching practices 
they use in the management 
of their horses.

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New fund to develop Alberta's beef cattle industry 


Research and development in 
Alberta's beef industry is about to 
undergo a multi-million dollar 
improvement. 

Canada and Alberta are con¬ 
tributing $8.2 million dollars each 
toward the establishment of the 
Canada-Alberta Beef Industry 
Development Fund (BIDF). The 
federal government's portion of 
the money comes form Alberta's 
share of the safety net companion 
agreement. Alberta's portion of 
the funding will be allocated from 
safety net budgets. The govern¬ 
ment and industry have agreed 


these funds would be best spent on 
industry development. 

The fund will be administered 
by the Alberta Cattle Commission 
and will target production research 
opportunities important to Alber¬ 
ta's cow-calf and feed lot sectors. 
The fund could also be used for 
product research, biotechnology 
and development, value-added ini¬ 
tiatives and market development 
and promotion of Alberta's beef 
industry. 

The Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada, Lyle Vanclief, 
says the $16.4 million fund demon¬ 


strates Canada's long-term com¬ 
mitment to the development and 
enhancement of Canada's beef in¬ 
dustry. 

"Alberta is Canada's leader in 
beef cattle, and Alberta beef is re¬ 
nowned world wide," said Mr. 
Vanclief. "This fund is part of our 
strategy to promote the long-term 
viability of agriculture for the ben¬ 
efit of producers, and to ensure that 
we continue to be competitive in 
world markets." 

Alberta’s Minister of Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development Ed 
Stelmach, says the BIDF will have 


significant benefits not only for 
Alberta, but for Canada as well. 
"This fund is another tool that will 
assist the Alberta agri-food indus¬ 
try in achieving its market oppor¬ 
tunity of $10 billion in primary 
agriculture and $20 billion in value- 
added processing by 2005." 

A committee of beef cattle 
producers as well as a repre¬ 
sentative from both the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 


ments will direct the BIDF. 

The Chairman of the Alberta 
Cattle Commission, Lany Helland 
welcomed the investment news. 
"Alberta cattle producers recog¬ 
nize the importance of our indus¬ 
try and the need to be competitive 
and self-reliant if we are to succeed 
in the global marketplace," he said. 
"This fund will contribute to that 
cause and help ensure the ongoing 
development of our industry."

The peak growing season is 
just getting started, not just on 
the land, but in the water. This 
means that aquatic plants are 
starting to grow vigorously. 
Most of them are harmless, but 
some species of blue-green al¬ 
gae are toxic, so it pays to keep 
an eye on your stock watering 
dugouts. 

The most common blue-green 
algae look like grass clippings 
in the water or will make the 
water look like pea soup. They 
can be especially dangerous if a 
large amount of the algae blows 
to one edge of a water body and 
concentrates there. If algae tox¬ 
ins are present, and an animal 
drinks the water, the animal 
can be dead in minutes. 

There are several measures 
that can be taken to minimize 
the chance of toxic algae poi¬ 
soning. 

• Fence the water supply 
and use a pumping system to 
move the water to the cattle 
instead of the cattle drinking 
directly from the dugout. The 
pump intake can be placed well 
away from shore to avoid the 
highest concentrations of al¬ 
gae. 

• Check the water source 
before moving cattle in. If a 
small amount of algae is present 
most people will treat the dug- 
out with Bluestone (copper 
sulfate) to kill the algae. A 
word of warning here though, 
if there is a significant amount 
of toxic algae the bluestone will 
release the toxin all at once and 
possibly cause a more toxic situ¬ 
ation than originally existed. If 
there is a lot of blue-green algae 
present, and bluestone is added, 
the water should not be used 


for a least two weeks after treat¬ 
ment. This allows time for the 
algae toxins to break down. 

• Do not use more than 1/4 to 
1/2 pound of bluestone per 
100,000 gallons of water. Higher 
doses will kill beneficial 
zooplankton in the water. These 
zooplankton feed on some types 
of algae. 

• Alternate forms of algae 
control can be used, such as 
treatment with hydrated lime. 
Research has demonstrated that 
the lime does not cause a toxin 
release. 

• There is no economical or 
reliable way of testing for algae 
toxins or toxic algae. It is best 


to treat any algae blooms as if it 
were toxic. 

• All small water plants are 
not dangerous. Common Duck 
Weed is often confused with al¬ 
gae. It is a small floating plant. It 
consists of a small roundish leaf, 
about 1/8 inch in diameter, with a 
white root hair hanging from the 
bottom. It is not toxic and will not 
be killed by a bluestone treat¬ 
ment. It can be beneficial in a 
dugout because blankets of duck¬ 
weed can shade the water column 
and cut off sunlight to other plants, 
such as algae.

CPR grain loading strong 


Canadian Pacific Railway 
(CPR) last week recorded its 
second consecutive week of 
strong grain car loading in 
the country and exceeded un¬ 
load targets at Thunder Bay. 

June 16 to 22 a total of 
4,686 CPR grain cars were 
unloaded at the railway's two 
export outlets -1,991 at Van¬ 
couver, slightly below the 
target of 2,100 and 2,695 at 
Thunder Bay which is 595 
cars above target. 

During the same period, 
CPR spotted 5,300 grain cars 
in the country, bringing to 
8,400 the number of loaded 
CPR grain cars in the sys¬ 
tem. 

About 1,200 CPR grain 
cars are currently available 
for unload at Thunder Bay, 
while more than 400 grain 
cars are available at Van¬ 
couver. 

"CPR is pleased to see the 
export grain system is oper¬ 
ating at near-optimum effi¬ 
ciency," Rick Sallee, vice- 
president of agri-products 
and coal at CPR, said. 

"However, while country 
loading of CPR grain cars is 
keeping pace with orders 
and unloads are greatly ex¬ 
ceeding target at Thunder 
Bay, there are still some in¬ 
dications the system is fal¬ 
tering at Vancouver due to 
poor coordination. 

"Terminal space is tight¬ 
ening and there seems to be 


an over-supply of certain 
grains at Vancouver termi¬ 
nals, making it difficult to 
unload the grades that are 
currently required to meet 
vessels at port." 

CPR repeated its call for 
improved coordination of sup¬ 
ply with sales at port and 
urged the Canadian Wheat 


Board to take optimum ad¬ 
vantage of the current grain 
car supply, ensuring steady 
movement of export grain 
before the new crop year. 

CPR currently operates a 
fleet of 15,000 hopper cars, 
about 5,800 of which are rail¬ 
way supplied, devoted to Ca¬ 
nadian grain service.

Have a regular 
weekly delivery day and order 
deadline. Mid-week deliveries are 
best. Try to avoid deliveries be¬ 
tween 11 a.m. and 2 p.m. week 
days and on weekends. 

"(The bottom line is,) to 
get on the retail shelf you 
have to have a unique prod¬ 
uct that offers value for the 
money, a decent margin and 


turnover for the retailer," 
says Douglas.

Bike by-law bounced 


In a leading decision ren¬ 
dered recently in Calgary, 
Madam Justice Bonnie 
Rawlins struck down a by¬ 
law passed by the Municipal 
District of Rocky View No. 
44, which banned cycling on a 
quiet road west of Calgary. 

Madam Justice Rawlins 
found that the by-law discrimi¬ 
nated against cyclists and that 
the Municipality had not acted 
in good faith in enacting the 
by-law. The by-law, which 
amongst other things, had pre¬ 
vented local school children 


from riding their bikes to 
school, was challenged by Ron 
Everard, a Calgary lawyer and 
member of the Alberta Civil 
Trial Lawyers Association,

Since early 1996, Alberta's 
Crown prosecutors have been 
advising the Department of Jus¬ 
tice and the government that 
the chronic under-resourcing of 
the justice system in Alberta is 
creating a danger to public 
safety. Low salaries as a result 
of a freeze in 1991, and a roll¬ 
back in 1993, combined with an 
intense workload led to the de¬ 
partures of many experienced 
prosecutors. Those who re¬ 
mained have been demoralized 
and disheartened by the obsta¬ 
cles to delivering quality service 
to Albertans. 

In February, 1997 then Jus¬ 
tice Minister Brian Evans agreed 
to engage the independent ac¬ 
counting firm Price Waterhouse 
to compare compensation levels 
to those in other provinces and 
the private sector. 

That, combined with an ex¬ 
cessive load of cases which are 
becoming increasingly compli¬ 
cated has lead to the departure 
of 52 prosecutors since 1991 - 
over one third of the total pro¬ 
fessional staff. The report con¬ 
firms that the prosecutors suf¬ 
fer from low morale and a lack of 
resources. 

Most importantly, the Price 
Waterhouse report confirms the 
warning issued by this Associa¬ 
tion in the past, this situation 
places our continued ability to 
serve justice at risk. 

The Alberta Crown Attorneys' 
Association believes that the gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta recognizes 
it's obligation to deliver justice 
to the citizens of this province. 
We expect that the government 
will recognize this dangerous 
situation, and react swiftly to 
deliver Albertans the quality jus¬ 
tice system which they have the 
right to expect. 

The Alberta Crown Attorneys’ 
Association is an incorporated 
society composed of and repre¬ 
senting Crown Prosecutors em¬ 
ployed by the Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of justice. The Association 
represents Crown Prosecutors 
and speaks on issues of public 
importance in relation to the 
administration of criminal jus¬ 
tice in the province. 

We are the people who pros¬ 
ecute the drunk driver who killed 
your child, the vandal who bur¬ 
gled your home, the thief who 
stole your car, the child molester 
who kidnapped you son or daugh¬ 
ter and the rapists and murder¬ 
ers you read about in the news. 

Since Oct. 18, 1996, the Asso¬ 
ciation has spoken out publicly 
about our concerns arising from 
the departures of a significant 
number of senior, experienced 
prosecutors. We explained that 
these departures were attribut¬ 
able to the lack of resources in 
the Justice Department, leading 
to a crushing workload, as well 
as the lowest salaries for pros¬ 
ecutors anywhere west of Que¬ 
bec. We felt that these losses 
presented a direct threat to pub¬ 
lic safety. As more and more of 
the best prosecutors cross to the 
other side of the courtroom, we 
become less able to deal effec¬ 
tively with the dangerous of¬ 


fenders who threaten the safety 
of our communities. Since Jan. 1, 
1997 five more prosecutors have 
quit. Those who remain are in¬ 
creasingly burdened with a mush¬ 
rooming caseload, and suffering 
from depression, frustration, disil¬ 
lusionment, and are becoming in¬ 
creasingly militant. In the 96-97 
fiscal year, the Alberta government 
spent $4.2 million more on defend¬ 
ing criminals, through the Legal 
Aid plan, than they did on prosecut¬ 
ing crime. 

The Alberta Crown Attorneys' 
Association fully expects that the 
government will take prompt ac¬ 
tion on the independent report 
which they commissioned. It is 
clearly the duty of government to 
deliver law and order. The "Alberta 
Advantage" has to include freedom 
from being a victim of crime. 

For many years prosecutors 
have subsidized the justice sys¬ 
tem at cost to their own finances, 
to their spouses and their chil¬ 
dren, while at the same time 
witnessing the continuing dete¬ 
rioration of the justice system. 
We should not be forced to con¬ 
tinue.
